FIRST WEEK DISAPPOINTS. f 


Victory Loan Moves Slowly in Southland: 
People Urged to Awake. : 


The first week of the Victory Lib- 
erty Loan campaign in Sentara 
California closed last night under 
gloomy skies. The people of Los 
Angelés in particular and of the en- 
tire southern district in general had 
failed to rise to the opportunity. 
There are two weeks of the cam- 
paign left. 

“If no better showing is made for 
this period than has been made for 
the first third, our heads will be 
bowed in shame and our proud rec- 


ord of previous loans dragged in 
the dust,” said Chairman McKee, 
commenting on the situation. 

The figures are eloquent of the 
general apathy which must be over- 


come if the loan is to be made a 
success here. This is the last 
chance to make good, it is pointed 
out at headquarters. There will 
be no sixth or seventh loan wherein 
to retrieve ourselves. 

Los Angeles city is more than 
$30,000,000 behind her allotment of 
$31,848,900. One-third of the time 
is gone and 5.10 per cent. of the 
amount is subscribed. More bonds 


must be taken every day, between ¥ 


now and May 10, than have been 
taken altogether so far or we will 
not “go over.” Out of a popula- 
tion of more than 600,000 only 6407 
persons have subscribed for Victory 
Bonds. The average subscription 
is for $240, as compared with $334 
in the Fourth Loan. 
COUNTY DOES BETTER. 

The county as a whole has done 
a little better than the city, but not 
much. In the county 7.99 per cent. 
of the allotment of $39,630.400 has 
been taken by 11,286 unite for aver- 
age of $306 each. There is still 
nearly $37,000,000 to be raised. 

The district comprising the south- 
ern tier of ten counties make a 
still better showing, 16,222 units 
having subscribed for 3.892.950. or 
9.12 per cent. of the whole. More, 
than $47,000,000 remains to be 
raised tn the district. The average 
size of the subscriptions is $306. 
The average subscription through- 
out the entire Twelfth Reserve Dis- 
trict Is $332. 

At the end of the first week of the 
Fourth Loan a total of 19.08 per 
cent. of the allotment had been sub- 
scribed by 66,681 units, the amount 
realized being $13,748.800, about 
$9,000,000 in excess of the pace be- 
ing maintained in the current cam- 
paign.

SOFIA (Bulgaria) March 1i3,—Tho 
treaty of Bucharost between Ru- 
mania and the Central Powers 
which terminated Rumania’s partici- 
pation in the war was the grave of 
the alliance between Bulgaria, Gcr- 
many and Austria, declares Andrew 
Liaptcheff, Bulgarian Minister of 
War. Under the terms of this treaty, 
Bulgaria was compelled to surrender 


many, and the people saw the dan- 
ger which threatened their political 
and economic freedom. The forma! 
breach was only a question of time.” 

M. Liaptcheff asserted that Bul- 
garia could have cancelled the par- 
tial success of the Entente offensive’ 
in the Balkans, which terminated 


Bulgaria had been aiming at mili- 
tary success instead of political re- 
sults. He said that Bulgaria at that 
time was chiefly concerned, not in 
stopping the Entente advance, but in 
severing herself from the military 
grip of her “former allies.”’ 

The Minister complained that, a!- 
though Bulgaria had helped to trans- 
port the Entente armies through her 
territory and supplied them with 
food even after they had passed in- 
to Serbia and Rumania, the services

German Admiral Asserts Brit- 
ish Were Beaten at Sea.

Declares English Feared Con- 
clusive Battle.

BERLIN, April 25, via Paris, 
April 26. — Vice-Admiral Paul 
Behncke of the German navy ‘has 
prepared a review at my request of 
Admiral Jellicoe’s book, Crand 
Fleet.” In this review Vice-Ad- 
miral Behncke presents very élearly 
the German view of the war on the 
seas. He is quile positive the Shager- 
rack was a great German victory, and 


his opinion of Admiral Jellicoe, while 
not unflattering, is in the 


phrase, “The English good 
reason for making Admiral lellicoe 
viscount of the Scapa and not vis- 
count of the Skagerrach.”. 

Vice-Admiral Behncke at the bat- 
tle of the Skagerrack was comman- 
der of the third squadron of the Cer- 
man fleet. Standing in front of his 
conning tower on the flagship Koenig 
he led the battle line of German ships 
into action. He remained out on 


A reading of Admiral Jellicoe’s 
book, “Grand Fleet, 1914-1916," al- 
lows us to understand why the high 
command of the British navy has 
been criticised so severely by his own 
country-people, who want to believe 
the traditions of Nelson and the oth- 
er great sea lords of England are 
still maintained, as well as by the 
Allies, who demanded that a strong 
English fleet should take an active 
part in the developments of the 
war. 

to why this did not take place 
Admiral Jellicoe explains the Prit- 
ish fleet, on which alone the secir- 
4 existence of the British Em- 
Pp rested, had to be kept unweak- 
ened. That is why the leading idea 
of its employment was not destruc- 
tion of our fleet by giving battle, but 
strangulation of our economic pow- 
er by surveillance of the North Sea 
and blockade of all entrances to the 
North Sea. The final result justifies 
this line of conduct. Now Engiand’s 
1 powers are stronger even than 

ore. 


Yet it is dificult even now un- 


to 
derstand why England did not use 


immediately at the outbreak of the 
war its great superiority in numbers 
and its inestimable advantage of be- 
ing mobilized, which Admiral Jein. 
coe himself says was a decisive 
stroke. 


SHOWED FEAR. 


such a decisive stroke England 
would have from the beginning been 
able to influence the development of 
the world war in a conclusive man- 
ner. That this did not happen shows 
the high opinion England had of 
ability of the German

This feeling inspired by our navy 
imposed on “england an enormous 
armament — tax cost. It limited 
broad strategic handling of the Brit- 
ish ships. 

Besides this, t must not be over-

UNGRATEFUL TASK. 

The task that was given the 
Grand Fleet of England for these 
four yeara was an ungrateful one 
end was executed under the most 
difficult circumstances and un‘tavor- 
eble weather in northern latitudes 
as we, their enemies, ourselves must 
ecknowledge. We also acknowledge 

great endurance and splendid 
seamanship. But fear of putting the 
Grand Fleet into feopardy a 
geal of extraordinary caution upon 
ite own employment as well as upon 
all thoughts and decistons of Jelli- 
coe, Fearing German t o boats, 
submarines and mines, the British 
battleship fleete were tucked away 
far up to the north, sometimes even 
on the west coast, and only came into

In all this it kept so far away m 
cur coast that meeting with our 
fleet—which might possible have 
resulted in defeat of the British— 
was sedulously avoided.

Our 
U-boats attacked, but the destroyers 
we had at that time could not attack 
the British because they were un- 
able to make the long trips to the 
English bases unaided. 

In comparing the rival forces, 
Jellicoe measures with two different 
standards. He first is under the dis- 
advantage of being forced to con- 
vince his country people that the 
extreme caution of the Grand Fleet 
was justifiable. After the loss of the 
Audacious on October 27, 1914, by 
running on a German mine, he gives 
the number of the heaviest type of 
German ships at twenty and British 
ships of the same type at twenty- 
two, but he states he does not in- 
clude seven of his own ships which 
were not in fighting condition at the 
time. However, Admiral Jellicoe 
does not state the Germans also had 
seven ships not able to take their 
place in the line. ! 


HUNS OVFRRATED. 


Then, too, Admiral J®ilicoe gives 
his readers to understand that on 
our side eighty-eight torpedo boats 
were in commission, when under our 
rules two flotillas, or twenty-two 
boats, were constantly in the docks 
being overhauled. 

Admiral Jellicoe labors hard to 
prove to the British people their 
security rested entirely on the Grand 
Fleet, yet Lord Nelson threw his 
little fleet, without hesitation, into 
a battle that was bound to be de- 
cisive and with nothing behind him 
to go on with the war if he were 
defeated. But Admiral Jellicoe does 
not mention the great reserve that 
was back of the Grand Peet or the 
navies of the Allied nations support- 
ing Engiand, or that Germany had, 
while confronting the Grand Fieet; 
also to fight against the Russian fleet 
in the Baltic. 

In the detafled discussion of the 
battle of Skagerrack the favorable 
judgment the English admiral gives 
our ships both in regard to materials 
and personnel is worthy of impor- 
tance, especially as a large part of 
both the German and Allied press 
have been attacking Admiral Von 
Tirpitz. Admissions of Jellicoe have 
further established that the well- 
armored, seaworthy men-of-war of 
the German navy have been scien- 
tifically worked out under the 4!- 
rection of Admiral Von Tirpits, that 
they were superior to the British 
ships, Jellicoe also says the Ger- 
man fuses and explosive arrange- 
ments for fighting their ships at 
night gave us an advantage. 

In a word, that our constructors 
and mechanics were in no wise in- 
ferior in knowledge and skill to the 
English.

| PEARL HARBOR DOCK 


NEARING COMPLETION. 


[BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE. | 
HONOLULU (T. H.) March 26.— 


an investment of $4,500,000, the 
great dry dock at the Pearl Harbor 
paval station is nearing completion. 
It is expected the huge concrete 
basin will be formally dedicated next 
June, and it is considered probable 
that Pacific fleet will come here 
for the celebration. The Honolulu 
Chamber of Commerce, as soon as 
the exact date is known, will invite 


the members of the Congressional 
Naval Committees to come to Hono- 
lula to witness the dedication. 

Built in a basin dredged in coral, 
the big concrete and granite dry dock 
is 1029 feet long and 100 feet wide 
on the floor. with sills of thirty-five 
feet. It ig estimated that the walls 
and floor contain 150,000 cubic yards 
of concrete. 

The first dredging for the contain- 
ing basin was started in September, 
1909, and a coffer dam was built in 
1¥13. Long piles had been depend- 
ed upon, however, to reinforce the 
floor of the dry dock, and when the 
coffer dam was pumped out hydro- 
static pressure from beneath up- 
heaved the entire structure, making 
it a complete wreck and destroying 
in a few moments the work of four 
years. 

Two years were spent in devising 
new plans and work was resumed in 


It was a sad homecoming tor Januarx. 1915, when sixteen blocks of 
Ward, after all he had gone through 


concrete, each containing 3000 yards 
of material, were sunk to form the 
foundation for the flocr. Since 
then work has proceeded steadily. 

Great electrically-driven pumps, 
four 54-inch end two 15-inch. have 
been installed.

Shortly after starting 
away with the automobile, it is 
thought the driver met Peabody 
walking along the road and invited 
him to ride. Not taking into con- 
sideration a sharp turn in the high- 
way the machine was driven ober a 
bluff and fell seventy-five feet to the 
railway tracks below, at a point 
where the State Highway crosses the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, near 
Naples. The stranger jumped to 
eafety before the car fell, but Pea- 
body was instantly killed.

Howenstine was Sentenced to ten 
years in the Federal prison at Me-

eleven years. Both took appeals. 
The bond in both cases was fixed at

raise that amount. Yesterday the 
bond was reduced to $25.000, and 
the security was forthcoming.

SWINDLE REVIVED.

Postoffice Inspector Walter N. 
Cookson, Southern California has 
been flooded with letters written by 
a mythical Spanish prisoner in 
Madrid, who asks help to recover a 
fortune of $300,000 which is hidden 
in a trunk, satchel or portmanteau 
somewhere.

The exhibits have 
been planned and constructed to 
duplicate in all detail the native 
dwellings and surroundings, while 
hundreds of native Christians from 
the various places mentioned have 
been obtained to make. the scenes 
realistic.

Lieut. George Hugh Banning, son 


of Mr. and Mrs. Hanchek Banning 
of this city, is the author of a vol- 
ume of poems and of a light comic 


opera. The book, known as “Queen 


of the Night,” is a lyrical record of 


his two years trip around the world 


as a common vagabond, and along 


with the long poem, “Found on a 
Derelict,” it contains many vigor- 
ous and often delicate songs of the 
happy wanderer’s life.

COURSES TO. HELP TOWARD 
READJUSTMENT. 
With the return of thousands of 
Los Angeles and Southern California 
soldiers from abroad,. provision has 
just been made by officials of the 
Los Angeles. Y.M.C.A. to contribute 
toward the readjustment of the re- 
turned men by means of educational 
advantages at half rate. All mem- 
bership charges at the Y.M.C.A. 
have been thrown off for returning 
soldiers and sailors for three months 
fcllowing the presentation of their 
discharge papers. . 
Several hundred returned men al- 
ready have enrolled in more than 
thirty Y.M.C.A, instruction courses 
and it is expected that within the 
coming week many others who have 
just returned from the front will 
“en advantage of the T. M. C. A. of- 
Because of the necessity of getting 
jobs immediately, a number of re- 
turned men have held out from edu- 
cational classes, according to Y.M. 
C. A. secretaries. For this reason, 
the association has made the special 
reduction and hereafter it will be 
pessible for men to begin their 
studies sooner than they would oth- 
erwise. In close connection with the 
educational work, the vocational de- 
partment is linking up dozens of 
young men to positions and offering

of wares on their heads to sell at 
the festwe gathering in town. 

The aftern

The track was an old affeir, laid 
out at the foot of a hill a mile from 
the city. A trail gould be a more 
appropriate name for the race course 
as it stretched three- 
quarters of a mile “up bill and down 
dale.” Four horses were entered 
in the first running race, and as they 
hit the first turn one of t animals 
carried his astonished fockey off the 
track and up the hill many yards 
before he could be persuaded to re- 
turn to the race.

THEN THE CELEBRATION. 


The races were over at 3 o'clock 
and the crowning event of the day 
was about to take place in the main 
streets of the city.

One 
of the groups represented a band 
of Zulu savages. They wore or- 
namental head dresses, black and 
white etriped garments of a tight 
fitting nature and a fringe about the 
ankles. Bach warrior carried in his 
hand a huge bolo knife. which he 
brandished above his head at fre- 
quent intervals, af the same time 
giving vent to piercing war cries.

It is tacitly admitted by 
Japan’s western neighbors, I think, 
that intellectually the Japanese are 
not inferior to any race. An educated 
Japanese has no less mental capac- 
ity than an educated American or 
an educated Englishman. Japan's 
history during the last forty years 
attests this fact. 

As regards social equality, it is 
simply a matter of opinion, since so- 
cial distinctions are based upon 
man’s vanity, not upon his intellectu- 
ul decision; they are, therefore, a 
racial idiosyncrasy. 

What Japan really wishes is that 
the few Japanese, such as profes- 
sional men, capitalists, merchants 
and students, whom the United 
States ia willing to admit, shall be 
granted the same privileges which 
are enjoyed by all the peoples, in- 
cluding the Mexicans and the Turks, 
who are admitted to this country. 
Se much she should be granted, 
but ff the Japanese expect more 
than these privileges from the Unit- 
ed States they will have to wait un- 
til the arrival of the millennium, 
when all human beings will realize 
that eternal things are incidents to 
the progress of the soul; when differ- 
ent colors among men Will be ac-

Anyone who has read anything by 
Ezra Pound has no doubt been im- 
pressed by the manner in which he | 
draws upon living and dead lan- 
guages to supplement his English.

An introduction by Isaac Goldberg 
to Vicente Blasco Ibanes’s “Blood 
and Sand,” which E. P. Dutton & 
Company have ready for immediate 
publication, gives much interesting 
information concerning the famous 
Spanish novelist. Mr. Goldberg has 


made 80 a study of 
Ibanez’s works in Spanish that he 
is, perhaps, the most informed 


American critic of the methods and 
the significance of his fiction that 
had made Ibanez famous in Europe 
long before he began to be appre- 
ciated in America. He writes in 
his introduction to “Blood and 
Sand” with insight, understanding 
and appreciation of the importance 
of Ibatez’s fiction in the recent de- 
velopment and present status of the 
Spanish people and nation, and what 
says of Ibanez’s personality 
throws a welcome illumination upon 
the pages of his novels. Of Ibanez’s 
work as a whole Mr. Goldberg says: 

“The renowned novelist is but 52, 
energetic, prolific, voluminous; be- 
sides more than a score of novels 
thus far to his he has written 
several books of travel, a history 
of the world war, has traveled in 
both hemispheres and made count- 
less volumes of translations.

The territorial act having been 
passed by Congress in February, 
1868, and officials appointed by 
President Lincoln in March, the 
whole party of emigrant statesmen, 
headed by Gov. John N. Goodwin of 
Maine, started in August, for the far 
West, leaving Leavenworth on Sep- 
tember 25; Santa Fe, November 26; 
and Albuquerque December 8 under 
the escort of troops from New Mext- 
co and Missouri. It was on the 27th 
that the pa crossed the meridian 
‘of 109 into na, and two days 
later in camp at Navajo Springs, the 
government was formally organized 
in the wilderness. The was 
raised and cheered; a prayer was 
said by H. W. Read; the oath of of- 
fice was taken by the officials; and a 
proclamation of Gov. Goodwin was 
read, in which the vicinity of Fort 
Whipple, established only a month 
earlier by Maj. Willie of the Cali- 
fornia column, was named, as the 
temporary seat of government; and 


near the post on the Arivaipa, ra- 
tioned as prisoners of war, perform- 
ing some useful work, especially = 
the cutting of hay, behaving well 
as far as could be known to the 
officers in charge, and increasing in 
numder to about 300. The citizens 
were indignant at this feeding of 
the A hes, refused to believe that 
they submitted in good faith, 
and found satisfactory evidence that 
the unceasing depredations in the 
Southeast were committed by these 
very Indians. At the end of April 
forty citizens and 100 Papagos from 
Tucson and vicinity marched out to 
the camp and kiled eighty-five, all 
women and children but eight, and 
captured some thirty, who were 
sold by the Papagos as slaves. The 
perpetrators of this crime to the 
number of 108 were tried for mur- 
der later in the year and acquitted. 
Whether the Arivaipa Apaches were 
guilty of the thefts and murders im- 
puted to them it its impossible to 
know, strong evidence being pro- 
duced by the citizens on one side 
and by all the officers on the other;

ETIQUETTE OF A HOLD-UP. 

The etiquette of the road in those 
days was for the passengers to lie 
flat on the floor when firing began 
and walt until they were told to get 
up. If the bandits had been beaten 
off, they resumed their places as be- 
fore. If the bandits captured the 
train, they would offer their silver, 
watches, rings, hand luggage, etc., 
having secreted gold or valuable pa- 
oy and sometimes got off very eas- 

y. 

But not always. There are stories 
of women massacred as well as men, 
and ot personal searches, which are 
better not repeated. 

Some three years ago the wife of 
a man prominent in the American 
colony here was returning home over 
a route which was not altogether 
safe, when the train stopped sud- 
denly. Instinctively she fell to the 
floor and a second later bullet 
crashed through the glass of the 
window where she had been sitting. 
This man tried to be absolutely neu- 
tra} in Mexican politics, but he got 
| off the fence, and it was not on the 
side of the “general” who had near- 
ly murdered his wife. 

It is all very well, of course, for 
the scoundrels who rob and mal- 
treat passengers, dynamite or derail 
trains and blow up bridges to say 
that they are not bandits, but the 
chiefs of political parties who are 
making an earnest effort to heal the 
wounds and dry the tears of their 
beloved patria. In times past they 
have been believed, some of them, 
for a time at least, in our own coun- 
try, but not here. 

, The decent Mexican looks upon a 

bandit precisely as a New Yorker 
does a gun man. He is to be put 
out of business in the quickest and 
most convenient way, and the less 
said about it the better. But a 
nightstick is not the surest of 
weapons for a New York policeman, 
and it does not seem that the quick- 
est way of eliminating the bandits 
of Mexico is to embargo arms and 
munitions intended for the recog- 
nized government. |

We believe in being honest, true,

and the Empress’ ladies —— 
suffered from this barrack regime. 

Our private apartments in the 
Schloss at that time left much to 
wish for in a sanitary sense, as in- 
deed they do now, but whenever 
Countess von Brockdorff, or any of 
us, ventured to suggest the slightest 
improvement to the court marshal, 
that functionary cut short our com- 
plaints in the rudest manner pos- 
sible. And not only that: even the 
Empress’ orders were treated much 
in the same insolent fashion, so the 
whole court was kept in a perpetual 
turmoil. 

Disgraceful Rows in Palace. 

The male dignitaries and officials 
of the imperial household fared no 
better than ourselves under the 
King's lieutenant, and disgracefu 
rows and minor disturbances were 
of almost daily occurrence, while 
the servants, besides being subjected 
to the coarsest treatment, had to en- 
dure threats of corporal punish- 
ment. 

These browbeatings and bullyings 
continued uninterrupted and un- 
punished until the omnipotent Pooh- 
Bah happened to run amuck of Gen. 


Von Wittich, chief of royal head- ta 


quarters, who, being offered inso- 
lence, threw down his gloves, and 
shaking his fist in the court mar- 
shal’s face cried: “If you were not 
so far beneath me, I would whip you 
like the cur you are.” 


Von Wittich reported the incident 
to the Emperor, and William, who 
was unwilling to lose the general, 
concluded that Liebenau needed 
some of his own medicine. Se he 
sent for him. 

“I will assume that your quarrel- 
someness is the outcome of over- 
work and nervous excitement,” he 
eaid, forestalling explanations; “you 
will leave this evening for a six 
weeks holiday.” Then he turned on 
his heel, — the court 
stood halt d 

But six weeks ‘do not last an eter- 
nity and at the end of his vacation 
Liebenau seemed to be as much of a 
favorite as ever. In fact, the Em- 
peror appeared to welcome back 
with much satisfaction his double, 
from whose resemblance to his own 
self he had recoiled at a moment of 


anger. 

And if Liebenau had not double- 
crossed the “All Highest“ himeelf, 
he might have continued to defy the 
Empress and cudgel the court for a 
quarter of a century longer. 

But he happened to do the Kaiser 


out of an ovation at the very mo- 


ment when ‘William craved and 
needed popular applause more than 
usual, and this is what happened to 
our tor mentor! 

“A word with you,” said William, 
looking his nastiest at the court 
marshal on his return from the trip, 
“this affair of Elbing (the place 
where William missed the ‘hurrahs’) 
has opened my eyes to your char- 
acter and capabilities. I can’t use 
a person who sets my people against 
God's anointed! You have antag- 
onized her Majesty, the court, the 
aristocracy, my people, you have 
antagonized ME. You are sacked, 
do you hear what I say, sacked.” 

“Roared at and kicked out like a 
dog-snatcher,” whined the scared 
ow § as he went out with bowed 
head. 


Triumvirate of Ambition. 


To complete the triumvirate of 
ambition, Insolence and libertinage, 
let me now introduce the Kaiser's 
friend, who rendered him as infa- 
mous as Herbert and Liebenau ren- 
dered the Umpress and the —: 
Philip Eulenburg. 

Here we have a chartered liber 
tine, whom the Kalsor raised fro 
the position of an obscure councillor 
of legation to the greatest honors 
in the land, whom he enriched at 
the taxpayers’ expense by various 
grants and, finally, made practical 
overseer of the whole German diplo- 
matic corps. 

William his own statue in 
Eulenbure’s palace yard, conferred 
upon him the title of Prince and 
appointed him member of the House 
of Lords and Privy Councillor. 

A wing of LAebenberg Castle, 
communicating with “Phill’s” apart- 
ments, was set aside for William's 
own imperial use—in short, he 
showered him, up to the very day 
of the Harden exposures, with every 
favor in his power. 

Eulenburg was Third Secretary of 
Legation in Munich when they first 
met at Castle Schlobitten, the seat of 
Count, later Prince, Richard Dohna, 
who subsequently stigmatized . the 
part he unwittingly played by this 
chance introduction as “the great 


Less 

ing at Schlobitten, the unknown dip- 
lomat’s appointment as Minister to 
Oldenburg was gazetted and two 
years later—Bulenburg having in 
the. meantime attended the Kaiser 
on his Northland trip—we find him 
Ambassador at royal courts, Stutt- 
gart and Munich. In 1902 he was 
the Kaiser’s representative in Vien- 
na when not dancing attendance 
upon William in Berlin, at his hunt- 
93 or on his travels. 


ulenburg had little besides his 
salary to bless himself with during 


these early years, for Liebenbersg, 
bought with his wife's yield- 
ed no revenue to speak of.

‘so-called hotel “backyard” feature.

eliminated in the new act. . With 
these two objectionable features out 
of the way, several proposed hotel 
and apartment structures, which 
have been held up because of the 
present law, will go ahead, accord- 
ing to officers of the Property Own- 
era’ Association: 

Three changes of particular tm- 
pertance to builders and architects 
are covered in a second bill, which 
relates to the construction of flats 
and apartment-houses. This bill al- 
so was introduced by Senator Bur- 
nett and awaits Gov.

Under existing law four- 
family flat buildings must have sepa- 
rate entrances for each family. This 
requirement, architects contend, Ras 
added unnecessary cost to buildings 
and resulted in less attractive de- 
Wiens than is so when but one en- 
trance is arranged. The new bin 
Permits a common entrance to be 
designed for four-flat buildings. . 

Another feature of the present law 
relating to the construction of apart- 
ment-houses, which was fought by 
the Property Owners Association.

Santa Monica proposes to erect a 


memorial to her soldiers of the Eu- 


ropean war which will be unique 


among structures of similar kind ip 


this country. It will be in the form 
of a magnificent Greek theater, and 
in addition to being a lasting monu- 
ment to that city’s gallant service 
men it will ha an educational 
value of recogn importance. 

It is proposed to bulld this Greek 
outdoor terhple on the grounds of 
the Santa Monica High School from 
plans prepared by Allison & Allison, 
Los Angeles architects, who designed 
the present fine school buildings 
there. It is estimated that the struc- 
ture will cost $30,000, this sum to 
te raised through a bond issue to 
be voted on by the people of Santa 
Monica shortly. H. M. Rebox, su- 
perintendent of the Santa Monica 
schools, originated the plan, which 
has the hearty indorsement of the 
schoo] authorities and a large group 
of Santa Monicans who favor a me- 
morial embodying both a sentiment- 
al and a practical value. 

The proposed structure, designed 
with a view to combining the sim- 
ple beauty of true Greek architec- 
ture with present-day utility, wil! 
occupy a commanding position on 
the High School campus. It will te 
200x157 feet, and will be construct- 
ed of concrete, in semicircular form, 
with brick paved aisies 
from the stage. The concrete amphi- 
theater will be arranged with 
benches for the audience, and will 
have a seating of about 
2600. At each side of the stage wil! 
be a lofty colonade, and adjoining 
these will be dressing- 
rooms for the student-players. 
rying out the Greek Doric design 
the frieze over the stage will be en- 
riched with sculptures set in niches 
and symbolic of art, science, litera- 
ture and drama. 

The background of the theater 
and at the sides will be given an 
artistic landscape treatment so as 
to bring out the simple beauty of 
the temple. It is proposed to start 
the work of construction as on as 
ne ye after the voters approve the 

nd issue, 


Allison & Allison also have been 
commissioned. to prepare plans for 
additions to the Washington and 
John Adams grade school buildings 
at Santa Monica under the supervi- 
sion of the city grammar school 
district board of trustees. As in the 
case of the proposed Greek theater, 
a bond issue to provide $75,000 for 
the improvements will be called, the 
probable date of the election being 
May 20.

“Incomparable Yosemite,” along 
with the one who desires the addi- 
tional service of the hotel camp at 
$3.50 to $4 per day, as with him who 
demands the luxury of a first-class 
hotel at $5 to $8 per day. 

The mosquito nuisance which has 
been so annoying during a period of 
from two to three weeks in 
years is receiving the attention of 
the service, and an intensive cam- 
paign will be carried on this season 
under the supervision of an officer 
from the United States Board of 
Public Health, with a view to elim- 
inating the mosquito as a source ot 
worry and annoyance to the park 
visitor.

DRIVING UNDER 
A FALSE IDEA. 


No. Batteries Saved in Day- 
light Operation 


Belief is Real Fallacy, Accord- 
ing to Many. 


May be Prevented by an Auto- 
matic Cutoff. 


Owners of high-grade autOmo- 
biles who insist on operating the 
head lights in day time are doing 
so under the mistaken impression 
that they are saving the battery. 
This belief is a fallacy in the opin- 
ion of electrical experts, as the 
properly constructed electrical ap- 
paratus prevents overcharging the 
battery, the thing which these 
owners seek by burning the lights 
unnecessarily. The prevention is by 
means of an automatic cutoff. At- 
tention to the practice of needlessly 
wasting electric current is directed 
by W. L. Bundy, superintendent of 
service for Earl V. Armstrong, Inc., 
Chandler distributors in Southern 
California. 

“The Westinghouse generator 
used on Chandlers and some of the 
ether makes of cars is so constructed 
that the output of current is con- 
trolled by a third brush,” said 
Bundy. “This keeps the generator 
autput normal at all times whether 
the motor is running at high or 
low speed and makes it impossible 
to overcharge the battery or burn 
the plates. To burn the lights 
when they are not needed, as in 
fay time, is absolutely unnecessary 
use of the battery and thereby 
shortens its life. The life of the 
Plates in a battery ig limited, any- 
how, and the more tle battery is 
used the shorter will be its life. 

“The thing of prime importance 
in connection with a battery is to 
keep plenty of water in it. The 
battery plates buckle when the car 
is operated with the plates dry and 
they heat up and are ruined. Own- 


| ors should .ascertain if their elec- 


tric system is not equipped with a 
regulating devise. If it is and wa- 
ter is kept on the plates there nev- 
er will be any trouble from over- 
charging. Practically all of the bet- 
ter electric systems have these reg 
ulating devices.“

“The normal production of the 
Velie factory is between 1200 and 
1500 cars per month.

They advised me in their 
letter, however, that by June or 
July they are confident they 
will be able to reach full production 


again. 

“Meanwhile the Southern Califor- 
nia demand for Velies is exceeding 
our ability to meet, but We are 
hopes that the added production at 
the Velie plant in the next nonth or 
so will remedy this condition.”

HISTORIAN has summed up the 

status of Genghiz Khan briefly, but 
aceurately in few words: “Alexander, one 
of his successors, Timour, or Tamerlane, 
and Napoleon were ali more or less equals 
with him in the arts of war, but the colos- 
sal powers they created were merely hilis 
of sand that crumbled to pieces as soon 
as they were dead; with Ghenghiz Khan 
matters were very different. He organized 
he empire which he conquered so that it 


long survived and greatly thrived after he 


was gone. In every detail of social and 
political economy he was a creator: his 
lews and his administrative rules were 


' equally admirable and astounding to the 


student—-justice, tolerance, discipline, are 
the virtues that make the model ideal of 1 
state, and these were taught and en 
at his court.” 


The superb virtue of tolerance, said to 
be the last virtue to be attained de a state, 
and which, even today is in many regards 


- conspicuous by its absence, was inculcated 


not only by order, but by personal example. 

e Khan advised his sons to tolerate all 

„telling them that it mattered little 

to Deity the mere mode of honoring him. 

He exempted from taxation ministers of all 

religions, the poor, doctors and other men 
esteemed as wise. 

And so this strange character of history 
presents on one side a ruthless indifference 
te life in the attainment of his object, and 
on the other a far-seeing, statesmanlike 


and most beneficent desire to establish a 


civilization on broad, tolerant lines-—autoc- 
racy pledged to democratic ideals. 

The secret of his rise is contained in a 
short paragraph in Howorth's “History of 
the Mongols,” where he says: 

“Onc nation fades into obscurity while 
the next climbs to eminence only to take 
its turn and crumble into dust. Either pes- 
tilence or famine, or at the hands of Sesos- 
tris, Sennacherib, Caesar, Attila, Tamer- 
lane, Napoleon and their ilk the scourges 
of God seem to recur at intervals to purge 
the world of the diseased and the decaying, 
the weak and the false, the worn out, the 
fool and the knave.” 


Nations Must Develop 
Spiritually or Pass Out. 


N OTHER words the law of national as 
of spiritual life seems to be that there 
must be advance along the lines of an in- 
ner, spiritual development, or a sub 


mergence into the dust and ashes of dim 


memory; while the vivifying hfe _ itself 
seeks a more fitting national—and neces- 


' sarily also, individual—form through which 


it can more fully express itself. 


And to this day this strange, fascinating 
caracter—this Ghenghiz Khan of western 
history—wields influence, for it is said that 
hig descendants are obeyed and regarded 
with the deepest respect by the Kasaka, 
Usbegs, Nogays, and other tribal fragments 
ot the old Golden Horde; and his memory 
is preserved in many sagas in the lonely 
yvurts of the scattered clansmen of cen- 
tral and Northern Asia. 


And this ts the story * incidentally 
crops up in the Japanese claim that they 
are not only brothers full and true in the 
‘treat kinship of humanity, but blood rele 
tives by Aryan blood descent. Their great 
nncestor was not of Mongolian stock. but 
was the great founder of the Mongolian 
empire. 

And meantime, the hero sleeps in the 
tomb which, according to tradition still ex- 
ists pear Lake Tabasun. After three more 
centuries he is to awake and lead his people 
to new vistories. But not as a warrior is 
he to return, for that lower side of his na- 
ture was fully expressed and will give way 
to the mystic and the statesman. And,

One has to go back to the time of the 
Emperor Sei Wa, fiftysixth of the Japa- 
nese dynasty, about the middle of our ninth 
century, to understand the claims set up. 
The Emperor at that time conferred upon 
his grandson the honorary title of “Gen” 
otherwise Minamote, and one of the sons 
of this prince was Midzumata, but most fre- 
‘quently called Mantchoo. The descendants 
é of that personage attained to great power 
and influence; but another warlike and 
powerful clan was a great rival, and the 
struggle between the two for the mastery 
. peaghed a culminating point at the latter 
end ot the year 1158 A.D. 

In one of the forays Yoshitomo. the chief- 
tain of the Gen family, was defeated, his two 
eldest sons dying in battle. The mother 
of the three youngest, the renowned and 
beautiful Tokiwa, fled with her children to 
a place of safety and the story of her wan- 
derings and thrilling adventures are fruit- 
‘ful themes with Japanese poets and drama-

HANDFUL LOS ANGELES 


BY CHARLES FRANCIS SAUNDERS. 


It proved to be the Rayless Matricaria, a 
close relative of that herb out of which our 
grandmothers made the camomile tea sup- 
posed to be good for us when our stomachs 
were out of sorts. 

Now weeds are mostly foreigners—-great 
travelers, for all they have neither feet nor 


wings: so on investigating the literature of 


my little plant friend, I was not surprised 
to find that its original home was very far 
away, in fact quite on the other sidegof the 
world in Central Asia. Thence by eradual 
stages. as its seeds were unconsciously given 
rides by birds and animals, or became 
mingled unnoticed in agricultural grains, 
the plant made its way to the edge of the 
Pacific Ocean. “Somehow seeds of it then 
got carried across the wide waters to the 
United States. : 

On our Pacific Coast the plant lingered 
quite awhile, making itself thoroughly at 
home and prospering from Alaska to Mexico, 
In Southern California, I have heard, the 
Mexican herbalists long ago adopted it as a 
home remedy for digestion troubles, calling 
it Manzanilla—that is little apple—a name 
that more properly belongs to its cousin the 
garden camomile.

ROM California, it set out eastward, fol- 

lowing the railway line, and did not 
stop until it reached the Atlantic Coast of 
New England, where it is now well estab- 
lished in waste places. Meantime, though, 
this tribe of Rayless Matricaria had been in 
the same leisurely style emigrating west- 
ward too, from its Central Asia cradle, until 
it had afrived in Europe and become estab- 
lished there. Thus it has completely girdled 
the globe. Is not that a noteworthy achieve- 
ment for an unrecommended bit of a plant, 
with never a human hand to offer it volun- 
tary help solely through its own pluck 
and unobtrusive perseverance? In a do- 
tanical sort of way, it seems to have realized 
the beatitude of the meek and inherited the 
earth. 

In fact many a weed that we ruthlessly 
destroy has an interesting history. For in- 
stance, there is Fennel, which is found in 
waste places along all sea coasts of the 
United States, and on half the vacant lots 
of Los Angeles—a tall plant with threadlike

This thistle has 
become a dreaded nuisance to agriculturists 
on our Pacific Coast, more particularly in 
Centra! California, though it is by no means 
unknown near Los Angeles. 

In the same class is the Star Thistle, also 
a European immigrant. Its tiny yellow blos- 
soms peep out in a bunch like the tip of 
a brush from a globe-chaped base set with

cant lot and by every roadside. 


Where Star Thistle 
Gets its Name. 


HE title of Thistle is readily conceded 
to so prickly‘a plant, but you may won- 
der where the star“ comes in. in the 
Middle Ages, it seems, there was in use a 
military weapon consisting of a metal ball 
armed all about with sharp spikes and. fast® 
ened frequently upon the end of a staff. 
It was called with grim humor “Morning 
Star.” The resemblance of our rotund. 
bristling weed-flower to this weapon is strik- 
ing, and the plant namers accordingly too 
advantage of the fact. | 
Another of our (roublesome weeds whose 
name has a military flavor, is the Ground 
Caltrop. It is a small, creeping plant of 
sandy waste places and rallroad freight 
yards, and bears a burrlike seed vessel of a 
vicious sort with four prominent spines. 
The resemblance of the pod is quite marked 
to the caltrop of ancient warfare, an iron 
bali with four protruding spikes, which was 
thrown in numbers on the ground to impede 
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Rayless Matricarta.

to obtain control of the public schools. This 
is done under the various forms of camou.

really for the establishment of es medical 
autocracy, and inerease of business for 
members of the American Medical Associ- 
ation. 

An article contributed to the press by 
the “health director” of an eastern city 
tells us that “health centers” are being es- 
tablished in all leading cities, and have 
how assumed so many public health func- 
tions that they are considered as local 
branches of the health department, and “in- 
trusted with powers of inspection.” 

These activities are aided and abetted by 
trained nurses, slaves of the doctors. act- 
ing as “cappers” for the doctors, and 
bound to do everything the doctors tell 
them—although it may be contrary to their 
conscience and to common sense—under 
pain of immediate dismissal, and inability 
to find a job elsewhere. The children, un- 
der various pretexts, are turned over to the 
family physician or to some clinic, where 
students experiment on them. 

If these organizations taught parents 


how to care for their cnildren, so that they . 


would not get sick, such work would be al- 
together praiseworthy. This, however, is 
not the case. The children are marked for 
“protective” serums and unnecessary and 
harmful operations, such as the removal of 
the tonsils. 

Are the parents told that the catarrhal 
condition of the blood, which causes en- 
le tonsils, adenoids, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles, whooping cough and other 
together unnecessary and altogether 
savoidable “children’s ailments” are due 

mainly to the overfeeding of starches and 
Sweets? Never. 

Instead of teaching health these medical 
boards often lay the foundation of chronic 
invalidism.

Of course this is nothing less than medical 
paternalism, state medicine. All the good re- 
eults that even medical men profess to ex- 
pect from such a system could not make 
amends for the fact that under its operation 
all individuals, whether or not they should 
accept allopathic medicine as the preferable 
eurative agency, would be bound to dance to 
the allopathic medical tune. Freedom of 
choice in such matters, which ts as much 


right to the American citizen as freedom 


of choice in matters of religion, would be 
overridden by a union of medical school 
and state. an alliance that would have its 
counterpart in a union of church and state 
such as is the particular abhorrence of the 


American form of government.

awaken to the fact that the health of its 
citizens is not to be controlled by » medi

Mr. Coleman directed our rehearsals with 
skill and ability, but he was very fond of 
using long and sometimes confusing terms 
in his directions. For example, he was 
instructing some supernumeraries who were 
to represent villagers to laugh at him as he 
came upon the scene, and he said: I want 
you to give me a laugh as I come on, a 
greasy laugh of truculent defiance.” 


No Such Language as the 
Directors of Today. 


N ANOTHER occasion when an actor 
asked for a small advance on account 
of salary, he responded: “Sir, you are al- 
ways in a state of dire impecuniosity.” It 
was a slight affectation, but in spite of it 
we all had a profound respect and esteem 
for John Coleman, the actor and the man.

HAT an ever-increasing number of sol- 

-diers, sailors and civilians are apply- 
ing for farm work and that many of such 
applicants are experienced workers 
who are tired of city life, to which they 
were attracted by high wages during the 
war period, is the statement made by Wil- 


United States Employment Service for 


California. 

“The number of applicants for farm labor 
applying at our offices is constantly increas- 
ing,” says Mr. Boyce, “and while this ig most 
gratifying, it would be more encouraging to 
the man out of work if the opportunities for 
work on the farm were more plentiful than 
‘at present. We have many experienced 
ranch workers listed in our offices. They 
are anxious to get to work. Farmers would 
do well to list their labor needs, present and 
future, with the nearest office of the United 
States Employment Service. While there 
is a surplus of labor for the time being, in- 
dications are that by the time crops are 
ready for harvesting there may be a short- 
age of labor. 

‘A spectal effort will be made by the Em- 


for the coming season, and we look to the 
farmers to assist us in this work by listing 
their opportunities early. Frequently we 
find that the great obstacle in the way of 
sending men to work on the farm is the 
lack of transportation. In the majority of 
cases the applicants do not have the money 
with which to pay their railroad fare. I 
would suggest that wherever possible farm- 
ers advance the transportation.” 

The placing of soldiers on farms is a 
work in which the farmers themselves have 
a heartfelt interest, for agriculture fur- 
nished its full quota of men to the service. 
Shortage of farm labor does not seem to be 
bothering Southern California just now, but 
there are harvests ahead and the need of 
men will undoubtedly be making itself felt 
by that time, In the meantime the farmers 
of this section may be counted on to make 
places for the men who have served their 
country when this is possible and to be on 
the alert always to give them first choice 
among applicants, all other things being 
equal,

“The tractor saves feed necessary to meat 
producing animals; works long hours and in 
hottest weather, thus preventing killing of 
horses in hedvy work: it is available for 
belt work: it is a useful, portable power 
plant which transports itself: the use of ma 
chinery raises the standard of intelligence 

n Slaborating his arguments 
less cost, quality of work. „ 
power in rush seasons, and the saving of 
man power, the tractor problem pa 
izes thus: 

5 “PLOWING COST LESS.” 

The cost of plowing, on the average, is 
less with the tractor than with horses, costs 
going as low as 45 cents per acre The 
plowing of 300 acres per year would thus 
mean a saving of about $135, and in a life 
of ten years would equal the cost of the 
tractor. The machine does not eat when 
not working. One man with a tractor can 
raise from two to four times as much small 
grain as he with animal power. The 
tractor can handle more jand profitably. The 
tractor that operates on cheap fuel will pro- 
duce power at about one half the cost of 
horse power. It releases five acres for food 
and other come production with each 
horse released. 

“Regarding the better quality of work: 
the tractor enables better plowing and culti- 
vation. The dest, job of plowing requires 
most power. The farmer is a more efficient 
manager and better business man when he 
runs a tractor, and his farm becomes more 
systematized and more profitable. 

“One man with a tractor will replace 
several men and teams. Horse power is 
used in smaller units than tractor power; 
hence the need for more men on farms 
without the tractor. With the tractor. one 
man can run a f of 160 acres except 
in harvesting and silo filling time. 

“One of the greatest advan of the 
tractor is its availability in | seasons, 
when extra men and teams can not be as- 
sembled in titme to take advantage of time 
and weather. There is always a compara- 
‘tively short gime when conditions are most 
favorable for soil preparation, seeding and 
harvesting. The tractor farmer waits un- 
til conditions are most favorable, and then 
can rush his work, at the same time keep- 
ing ahead of the season in the matter of 
seeding because he can do his work in a 
short time. Harvesting can be done with 
the tractor before crops are overripe or 
windblown.”

and the northern and mountain ranges still 
are in bad shape, with many cattle dying 
from lack of feed and from continued cold. 
From Coconino county has come a report 
of more than 50 per cent. of losses for the 
From Apache county, State Sena- 
tor H. Parley Burk writes: “We are dis- 
couraged over the cattle situation and hard- 
ly know what we have lost through the 
winter’s excessive cold and lack of fee*.” 

Much better reports are coming from the 
lower altitudes. In Gila county, especial- 
ly in the great Tonto Basin cattle district, 
spring conditions are considered of the 
best and the round-up is starting. Range cat- 
tle are selling (April 1) at the highest 
prices ever known, from $32 to $65 a head, 
8000 head already having been taken by 
Denver buyers at a gross valuation of more 
than $300,000. At Douglas is chronicled the 
sale by Afred Paul and Rafael Gabilondo 
of 3000 head of Mexican steers, 3 to 5-year- 
olds, at $48 a head on the cars in Naco. 
The purchase was made on a shipping ac- 
count by Johnson & Cook of Wilcox, a

THE GROWING OF SUMMER COVER 


CROPS IN THF CITRUS ORCHARDS. 


BY ROBERT W. HODGSON, 


T2 any inquiries coming to the writ- 


eri desk during the last few weeks. 


have indicated that there is a wide 
spread interest among citrus growers in the 
summer cover crop. Some of these,indicate 
u general lack of understanding of the 
summer cover crop problem and it is in the 
hope that some popular misconceptions may 
be cleared up that the present article is 
Written. 

Summer cover crops may be grown in 
citrus orchards for at least two distinct pur- 
poses, the first being to provide for the 
building up of the soll through the addition 
of readily decayable green organic material, 
the second (and this is of especial interest 
to growers of navel oranges.) to aid in the 
setting of satisfactory crops of fruit. 

FOR GREEN MANURE. 

Summer cover crops for the first purpose 
have of course been grown to a limited ex- 
tent for a number of years, particularly in 
orchards where some winter intercrop has 
been grown which prevents the raising of 
a winter cover crop, or in localities where 
the winter cover crop has not proven very 
satisfactory. During the last few years, 
however, the growing of the summer cover 
crop for the addition of organic matter has 
enjoyed a considerable extension and bids 
fair to become a regular practice in many 
sections. For this purpose, in the past no 
better crop has been found than the black- 
ey: bean or cow pea, although buckwheat 
has beeh used to a limited extent. For 
green manure the qualities desired in a crop 
are of course ability to make a heavy ton- 
nage with a minimum of water and in a 
1elatively short time, and the cow pea ap 
perently excels all other summer growing 
. crops tried up to the present time in these 
particular qualities. The ordinary field 


cow pea has been used with considerable 
32 


success, but more desirable varieties seem 
to be the Clay and Whippoorwill, both of 
which seem to make a faster growth and 
consequently more tonnage in a given time. 
Other cover crops which have been tried 
out in a small way and will be given larger 
trial this season include the soy bean and 
velvet be 

For bert results these crops should be 
planted when the soil is warm, which means 
not earli-r than the latter part of April or 
the first of May. If planted earlier, a poor 
stand and stunted growth is apt to be the 
result. 

PLANTING METHODS. 


The usual manner of planting is in rows 
spaced about twenty-four inches apart and 
the usual amount of seed required varies 
from twenty to forty pounds per acre, de- 
pending largely upon the size of the trees. 
Some growers have preferred to broadcast 
the seed, which requires considerable more 
to the acre, as high as sixty pounds fre 
quertly being necessary. There is a disad- 
vantage in this method, however, in that no 
cultivation is possible after seeding, which 
in certain soll types is very undesirable and 
iz also wasteful in the use of water. When 
grown for green manure purposes, however, 
the rows should be closer and the plants 
crowded closer in the row than when grown 
for the seed. 

In the heavier, more retegtive soils one 
extra run of water or at most two or three 
will asually suffice for the cover crop, but 
in the lighter soils as much as half azain 
the wsual amount may be required for suc 
cess. In any case one must be equipped so 
that a sufficiency of water for both crop 
and trees may be supplied, else instead of 
being a benefit. the cover crop actually re- 
sults in injury. 
| The cover crop should, of course, be 
turned under while still lush and green.

The phenomenal increase to be noted in 
the case of Lot 54 may be explained as 
due to two facts: one, this orchard is just 
reaching the bearing age, and two, this lot 
composes a rather small acreage entirely 
isolated from the rest of the planting, and 
thus in the past subject to the desert en- 
vironment in all its extremity, unmodified 
by the influence of adjacent plantings.

The writer knows of no 
good reason why Melilotus indica planted 
in January or February should not prove 
satisfactory for an early summer cover 
crop 


It fs obviously then too late at the present 
time to hope to do much in the way of june 
drop prevention through the use of the 
summer cover crop this season. The time is 

now past when it should have been planted. 
But for those who already have the crop in, 
a few words of caution may be in order. 

With a cover crop grown for prevention 
of the June drop. especial emphasis should 
be laid upon the necessity of plenty of wa- 
ter. There must be no competition between 
the cover crop and trees. With buckwheat 
one may possibly do with as little as one- 
third to one-half additional water. but with 
the others mentioned considerable more 
may be needed. In some soils as much as 
three times the usual amount is necessary 
to insure success. Where water is expen- 
sive and scarce, the summer cover crop may 
be an impossibility, but where ft is cheap, 
it should at least be given a trial The im- 
portant things then in planting a summer 
cover crop for the prevention of June drop 
are, first to plant it early, and second, to 
irriate it often. Of course, such a cover 
crop at the same time serves to add organic } 
matter to the soll and should be turned un- 
der when its function is over, which is tn 
July or August.

“One reason why many farmers are cline- 
ing to horses and mules is that the use of 
draft animals on the farm helps the fertility 
of farms. Many tractor farmers and or- 
chardists have begun to feel acutely the fer- 
tilizer problem. They are paying from $5 
to $7 per ton for manure delivered on the 
place. 

“Again, there is the matter of deprecia- 
tion. The farmer buys young horses or 
mules, and their value generally appreciates 
for several years. He buys a tractor and 
depreciation is constant and heavy from the 
time of delivery. 1 doubt the statement 
often heard that the cost of plowing is, on 
the average, less with the tractor than with 
horses. 

“The man labor cost where mules are 
used is less than where tractors are used. 
Almost any man can handle a pair of horses 
or mules, but not one per cent. of men on 
farms understands enough about tractors to 
properly care for them. Hence the wages 
of a specialized tractor driver are nearly 
twice those of a mule skinner. 

“Here is another argument for Dobbin: 
If the farmer is working six or a dozen 
mules, and one goes lame, he borrows an- 
other one, or can get along very well in 
many cases withont the lame animal. But 
if the tractor goes wrong, the work stops 
altogether. 

“HORSE GOES ANYWHERE.” 

“You can’t work a tractor in wet weather 
on some sofls, like you can horses, and 
horses or mules also work better in sandy 
soils. The tractor also packs moist soils. 

“It has been proved that tractors are not 
worked half as many davs in the ves 
draft animals. Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1004, 
issued by the Department of Agriculture, 
says the average number of days a horse is 
used in the year is 100, and the tractor 
works an average of forty-five days per year. 

“There are other reasons why horse 
power is better than motive power on farms, 
among them being the fact that the care of 
tractors each day requires a longer time 
than the care of horses: for cultivating hich 
or hilly ground or for light hauling, horses 
are better: on the majority of farms the 
acreage cultivated is not sufficient to war- 
rant the purchase of a tractor: it Is hard to 
get an efficient tractor operator when 
wanted; it is poor management on the part 
of the farmer for him to invest too large 
a proportion of his capital in machinery.”
